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Growing Strawberries 


Strawberries are one of the easiest fruits to grow. 
in good soil will respond with ordinary care and cultivation. 


Good plants set at the proper season 
There is nothing complicated 


about growing strawberries, and by following these easy instructions the beginner can assure 


good results. 


Soil Requirements—Strawberries can be produced 
in abundance on any good garden soil or land that 
has produced satisfactory crops of garden or reg- 
ular field crops. Land that has had thorough cul- 
tivation is best but if vacant lot, garden space or 
field that has been unattended has a rank growth 
of weeds and grass this is an indication that the 
soil is fertile enough to grow excellent crops of 
strawberries. 


Preparing The Land—The land should be plowed 
or dug as early in the spring as possible and work- 
ed until a level plant bed is formed. When avail- 
able an application of horse, cow, hog or sheep 
manure at the rate of 1 bushel for every 50 square 
fect is good if applied before plowing or worked 
well into the soil. However, if previous crops have 
been well fertilized, good results may be expected 


without further fertilizing. (See paragraph on 
Iertilizer and Manure). 
Planting Methods—Ift plants are to be set in 


rows, mark off rows 31% to 4 feet apart from center 
to center so that rows will be about 2 feet wide 
when bedded and ample alleys will be left for cul- 
tivation. Ior the small garden and hand cultiva- 
tion spacing may be narrower if desired. Plants 
should be set about 18 inches apart. Free bedding 
varieties are often set 24 inches apart. 


Time To Plant—Harly spring, just as early as 
the ground can be worked, is the best time to set 
strawberry plants. Light frosts that do not heave 
the ground will not injure the newly set plants. 
PLANT EARLY while plants are fully dormant 
and the weather is most favorable to good growth. 
Early planting is the most important single factor 


in suceessful strawberry culture. April in the 
North; to May 15 in the far North; March and 


April in the Middle States; November to April in 
the South. 


Fertilizer and Manure—Barnyard manure may be 
applied in fall, winter or very early spring at the 
rate of about 10 tons or more per acre. It may be 
applied after plowing on light soils and then disced 
in, or before plowing on heavy soils. If straw- 
berries are grown on land: following crops that 
have been fertilized, it is not usually necessary to 
apply any manure or fertilizer. If plants are mak- 
ing a strong, vigorous growth and have dark-green 
foliage throughout the summer this indicates the 


supply is adequate and no additional supply is 
needed. 
Complete commercial fertilizers (approximately 


5-10-5 or 5-10-10 mixture) give good results and are 
used by many commercial growers. To aid plants 
in getting a vigorous start fertilizer may be appli- 
ed broadcast and thoroughly worked in the soil a 
week ahead of setting plants, or may be applied 


as a top dressing at the first cultivation after 
plants are set. Apply evenly and brush off any 
that may be on the leaves. Six pounds per 100 


feet of row or 700 pounds per acre is ample. 


A good precaution in preventing damage _ to 
strawberries by grubs and other soil insects is to 
apply chlordane (40% powder) to the soil. We use 
25 Ibs. per each 1,000 Ibs. of fertilizer since this is 
a convenient method of application. It should be 
applied a few weeks before the plants are set. For 
each 100 sq. ft. of soil apply 1 oz. of 40% chlordane. 
This treatment has resulted in such improved 
stands and such greatly increased production that 
we have obtained a supply for your use. See page 
24+ for prices of chlordane.

Where Fall Fertilizing Is Indicated on moderate- 
ly fertile soils where growth of plants is not very 
vigorous, 5 to 7 pounds of fertilizer per 100 feet 
of row or 600 to 800 pounds per acre will give good 
results when applied in late August or September. 


In many areas it is a standard practice to apply 
fertilizer to strawberry beds in late August or 
early September.

Adaptability — Cultivated blueberries are being 
successfully grown from North Carolina to the 
Northern boundaries of the Country. The best 
indication that blueberries may succeed on a soil 
is that they or some related plants, such as huckle- 
berries, azaleas, or laurel, are found growing there 
naturally. We do not feel any exact limit of adapt- 
ability has been established and would suggest 
trial plantings anywhere except in the deep South 
or where the soil is alkaline or very dry. 

Soils—VERY IMPORTANT—Natural blueberry 
soils have a pH value from 3.8 to 5.5 with best 
growth occurring between pH 4.1 to pH 5. These 
soils have an abundance of humus and a fairly 
constant high water table. Such soils must have a 
good surface drainage, as flooding during the grow- 
ing season may cause serious injury. Planting on 
this type soil is usually done on wide ridges, six 
to seven inches high. DO NOT PLANT BLUE- 
BERRIES IN RICH GARDEN SOIL THAT HAS 
HAD THE BENEFIT OF LIME, STABLE MA- 
NURE OR OTHER SOIL SWEETENERS. If you 
set blueberry plants in your garden or lawn the 
best method is to dig a large hole where each plant 
is to be set and fill with woods leaf mold (the de- 
eayed leaf and straw matter found in woodsland). 
If this material is not readily available mix your 
soil with generous proportions of peat, sawdust 
(preferably rotting hardwood sawdust), or similar 
humus materials.

Fertilizer—The application of commercial ferti- 
lizer has given a very marked increase in the yield 
and size of fruit. Applications of 4 to % Ib. per
